I re¬ 
gard- it as highly probable that the military com¬ 
mandant will interfere as little as practicable with 
the present mac’aineiy of State government. I 
think that ill ? present incumbents of the State and 
county offices will be permitted to continue the 
discharge of their official duties, whether they are 
■ disqualified from holding office by the third section 
of the Howard Amendment or not. The local civil 
tribunals will continue to dispose of questions ii 
volving criminal and civil jurisdiction as hereto¬ 
fore, except in those cases where they fail or refuse 
to execute the laws, or where there is a palpable 
departure from the principles of impartial justice. 
The intensity of the rigors and asperities of martial 
law will depend upon our own conduct.

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THE SITUATION. 


The XLth Congress proceeds to business with¬ 
out the benefit of any formal communication from 
the President as to “ the state of the country. ” 
We hoped it would accept no message from him, 
but it is only because he would not send one that 
it does not. The usual committees were sent to 
him, and though this Congress meets in the most 
important crisis in our national history, the Presi¬ 
dent has nothing to communicate or suggest. A 
Washington dispatch to the Herald says : 

“The reply of the President to the Committees 
who -suited upon him, to inform him of the organ 
ization of the two houses, ‘ that he had no com¬ 
munication to make to them at this time,’is re¬ 
garded as significant of his intended action in the 
event of an immediate impeachment prosecution. 
It is stated on excellent authority that he will decline 
to appear before the Senate upon an arraignment, 
assigning as a reason that the present body, repre¬ 
senting fully only twenty States, cannot legally en¬ 
tertain the question. This anticipates a collision 
between the Executive and Congress that members 
of the latter already talk of providing against.” 

If a reason for impeachment is asked, the ex¬ 
planation of the meeting of Congress at this time, 
not called together in extra session, is sufficient 
answer. Who supposes that but for the conscious¬ 
ness of having a traitor in the Executive chair 
there would have been the present change in the 
time for the assembling of Congress ? The fact of 
the necessity of meeting under such extraordinary 
circumstances is abundant justification for proceed¬ 
s' ing with the impeachment, and consummating the 
deposition of the usurping President before a re- 
ss or adjournment. 

The subject has received attention in the House 
of Representatives, and is again delegated to the 
Judiciary Committee. Gen. Butler made an in¬ 
effectual attempt to get a special committee of thir¬ 
teen to take the work in hand. There is a strong 
inclination unquestionably with many Republi- 
the House, and a large majority in the 
Senate, to put off, and if possible to avoid alto¬ 
gether, definite action. No greater mistake could 
be made. We hope no adjournment will be per¬ 
mitted without a report from the Committee. If 
voluntarily made at an early day it should 
be called for by special resolution. Enou 
certainly known of Johnson’s unwarrantable 
pation of power in the creation of his so-called 
‘•‘State governments,” his treasonable espousal of 
the cause of the rebellious class of the South and 
cruel abandonment of loyalists, both white and 
black, leaving out of view all minor charges and 
specifications, to warrant and call for immediate 
in. This question should 1 take precedence 
all others pertaining to reconstruction. The 
military law, however supplemented, will be but 
delusion and a snare, with a rebel usurper for a 
Commander-in-Chief. Until impeached, Johnson 
sits enthroned in the interest of rebellion,” and 
will continue to be master of the situation. 

A supplementary reconstruction bill, a synopsis 
of which we give elsewhere, has passed the House 
by a decisive majority. It adds no new conditions 
of value. We stated our objections to the law 
last week. The excellent propositions introduced 
the Senate by Mr. Sumner, would, if adopt¬ 
ed, remove some of them. Mr. Sumner’s reso¬ 
lutions, however, were supported by but a feeble 
minority of the Senate. We are destined to wait 
yet longer ere the “ballot, education, and land,’ 
be vouchsafed to the negro. How far the 
rebellious class of the South will participate 
the reorganization contemplated by military 
rule is not yet apparent. It is not unlikely, 
admonished by the New Hampshire election, and 
the general tone of Northern opinion, that, 
following the lead of Johnson they may “ 
farther and fare worse,” they may elect to make 
tbe most of the situation and reap the advan¬ 
tages that are left to them. The number now 
disfranchised is insignificantly small The Evening 
Post, in an appeal ‘ ‘ to reasoning men in the South, ” 
says : ‘ ‘ The men excluded under the Constitutional 
Amendment do not number iu the whole Southern 
States over twenty thousand, among five millions 
of [white] people.” This it will be seen dimin¬ 
ishes but very slightly the Southern white vote. 
Nor is there any provision for the continuance of 
the negro vote, once the adpiission of a Southern 
secured, and its sovereignty again recog¬ 
nized. The Herald, ambitions still to serve its whi¬ 
lom friends, the ruling whites of the Sonth, sig¬ 
nificantly says : 

As for the ten excluded States, their leading 
and managing politicians will do well to remember 
that with their restoration to Congress, and with 
the ratification of the pending Constitutional 
Amendment and its proclamation as part of the 
supreme law of the land, all conflicting laws of 
Congress will be superseded, and every State win 
thus be left to decide for itself whether it will ex¬ 
clude the negro vote, and lose the negro population 
counting the people for representation in Con¬ 
gress, or whether it will continue negro suffrage in 
order to count the negroes for representation. ” 

The North has no right to abandon to such a risk 
the blacks who were its best friends in the darkest 
hours of trial and danger. The only safe and suit¬ 
able guarantee is another Constitutional Amend¬ 
ment which shall provide for universal suffrage. 
This, and the i m i ?eachwknt and deposition of 
Andbew Johnson we urgently demand of the XLth 
Congress before it shall take a recess or adjourn. 


ADDITIONAL GUARANTIES. 


Mb. Sumner, on Thursday, the 7th inst., intro¬ 
duced resolutions declaring certain further,gnaran-. 
ties required in the reconstruction of the rebel 
States. They declare that among the things re¬ 
maining to be done are the five following : 

First, The existing governments which have been 
declared ffo be illegal must be vacated so that 
can have no agency in the work of reconstruction 
and will cease to exercise a pernicious interference. 

Secondly, Provisional governments must be con¬ 
stituted as temporary substitutes for the illegal gov¬ 
ernments with special authority to superintend the 
transition to permanent governments Republican 

Thirdly, As loyalty beyond suspicion must be 
the basis of permanent governments republican 
in form, every possible precaution must be taken 
against rebel agency, or influence in the formation 
of those governments. 

Fourthly," As the education of the people is es¬ 
sential to the national welfare, especially to the de¬ 
velopment of those principles of justice and mo¬ 
rality which constitute the foundation of Republi¬ 
can government, and as according to the census 
an immense proportion of the people in the rebel 
States without distinction of color cannot read and 
write, therefore public schools must be established 
for the equal good of alL 

Fifthly, Not less important than education is the 
homestead, which must he secured to the fr 
man, so that at least every head of a family 
have a piece of land. 

These proposed additional guaranties are excel¬ 
lent in themselves, and if adopted would go far to¬ 
wards supplying the numerous defects of the pre¬ 
sent Military Reconstruction law. The Senate 
in no mood, however, for anything covering so much 
that is valuable and important, and therefore or 
Monday last voted to table the resolutions. Dough¬ 
faces and “ Conservatives ” are everywhere delight¬ 
ed that Mr. Sumner’s propositions were so deci¬ 
sively defeated. The Times is particularly and 
very naturally gratified. It says : 

“Mr. Sumner’s fate should be a warning to „ 
tlemen who confound crotchets with convictions, 
and mistake the gratification of resentments for 
the promotion of a patriotic policy. It may be 
well enough in ordinary times to trot out favorite 
theories, and to woo the fame of statesmanship by 
the advocacy of pet projects. But the reconstrnc- 
tion of the Union is a task too grave to be trifled 
with. [!] The reorganization of civil government 
in ten States is not a matter that the countiy can 
afford to jeopardize to gratify a morbid and an im¬ 
practicable humanitarian ism. [!] It is not neces¬ 
sary now a days to test the willingness of the 
American people to provide for the necessities of 
the emancipated slaves. The Civil Rights act and 
the 'Freedmen’s Bureau attest the purpose of Con¬ 
gress to do all that is essential for their protection 
against wrong and want, pending the readjustment 
of Southern labor and society. To go beyond this] 
point, as Mr. Sumner proposed—to guarantee not 
merely provision for immediate requirements, but 
education and homesteads—would-be to substitute i 
a bastard socialism for the plain#hities of a Demo¬ 
cratic government. And to bring forward these 
and kindred schemes, in season and out of season, 
as conditions to be complied with by the South, 
would be to delay reconstruction indefinitely. The 
Senate acted wisely, therefore, in snubbing Mr. 
Sumner by the decisive vote of 36 to 10. Tile 
wholesomeneas of the vote will not be confined to 
the Massachusetts Senator. It will operate as 
warning to the restless spirits who would undo, 
one day the work of the previous day, and so ri 
der impossible all practical legislation. 

The ground upon which the Senate based its i 
tion will not be overlooked, we trust, by those who 
honestly desire the settlement of existing difficul¬ 
ties. It affords us no further room for the impu¬ 
tations upon the good faith of Congress which have 
served the purpose of demagogues, North and 
South. Mr. Reverdy Johnson’s interpretation of 
the compact implied m the enactment of the Sher¬ 
man plan is corroborated by , Messrs. Sherman, 
Frelinghuysen, and the other Republicans who 
spoke. They stated distinctly that the recently-

They 
confess, however, that this is now out of the ques¬ 
tion. The men who hold office under .the provi¬ 
sional governments submit to the Union in any 
shape or form as a matter of necessity—-not of 
choice ; and a peaceful and thorough TJnion can 
never be completed until a portion of the local 
power of the Sonth is vested in the hands of the, 
sincere friends of the nation, and State organiza¬ 
tions cease to be used for the oppression of loyalty 
and exaltation of treason.” 


Mb. Wilson’s Supplemental Reconst ruction bill, 
as-passed by the House of Representatives, directs 
tbe commanding general in each district to cause 
to be made, before the 1st of September next, 
registration in each county or parish of the male 
citizens of the United States over twenty-one years 
of age resident in each county or parish, which 
registration shall include only those persons who 
are qualified to vote for delegates by the act of the 
2d of March, and who shall have taken and sub¬ 
scribed an oath that they are sincerely and 
nestly attached to the Union and government of 
the United States; that they will steadfastly sup¬ 
port the Constitution and obey the laws of the 
United States, and that they will urge all others 
to such support and obedience. When such regis¬ 
tration shall have been completed and copies there¬ 
of returned to tbe commanding general, tbe gen¬ 
eral commanding shall, within thirty days there¬ 
after, cause an election to be held for delegates to 
form State constitutions, to re-establish civil gov¬ 
ernments loyal to the Union therein, and to pass 
all needful ordinances for putting such constitu¬ 
tions and governments into operation. The con¬ 
stitution is to be adopted by a majority of tbe reg¬ 
istered voters, and, on its approval by Congress, 
Senators and Representatives are to be admitted 
from such State. 

Passed by a decisive party vote, there is little 
doubt that this Supplemental Reconstruction bill, 
substantially in its present shape, will become a 
law over the President’s inevitable veto. Without 
differing as to conditions from the law already 
passed, it simply supplies certain details as to re¬ 
organization under it.
